WASHINGTON, June 28.—Ap- 
proximately $9,000,000 will be spent 
in the Atlanta (Ga.) area for home 
construction, modernization and re- 
pairs if President Roosevelt's hous- 
ing program as provided in the hous- 
ing act passed during the closing days 
of the 73d congress is carried into 
effect. 

Preliminary estimates by various 
government agencies now indicate that 
construction expenditures of all kinds 
in the metropolitan area covered by 
Atlanta, during the 12 months begin- 
ning July 1. will be not less than $8,- 
600.000. This minimum is considered 
conservative, according to statistics 
prepared by federal experts because 
it represents about one-half of the 
amount spent in Atlanta for all kinds 
of construction in 1926. The figures 
for 1926 are expenditures for new

Roosevelt Warns More 
Toes Will Be Stepped on 
by Administration in 
Progressive Efforts.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt <onight outlined 
a three-point future program of the 
“New Deal’ and struck vigorously at 
critics who seek to pin the label of 
“fascism” or “communism” upon his 
recovery acts. 

In the fifth of his fireside chats 
he reviewed economic progress under 
his administration and listed these 
aims which he hopes to achieve: 

1. Economic securitv of American 
men, women and children. 

2. Development of land and water 


_ resources. 


3. Social insurance. 
Raps Privilege Seekers. 


The most vociferous of those attack- 
ing the administration’s recovery 
projects as valueless, the president 
said, may be divided into two groups: 

“First, these who seek special po- 
privilege and, second, those 


“The days of the seeking of mere 
party advantage through the misuse 
of. public power are drawing to a 
close,” he said sharply. “We are in- 
creasingly demanding and getting de- 
votion .to the publie service on the 
part of every member of the admin- 
istration, high and low.” 

The recovery program in operation 
for the’ past year is being made to 
fit into the web of old and new con- 
ditions, Mr. Roosevelt said. Tempo- 
rary methods of adjustment of labor 
disputues are being replaced by more 
permanent machinery. 

However, he added, “we are still 
feeling our way in solving problems 
which relate to self-government in in- 
dustry, especially where such _ self- 
government tends to eliminate the fair 
operation of competition.” 

Talks of His Trip. 

In much the same manner as one 
neighbor discusses his plans across the 
back fence with another, the chief 
executive described the eagerness with 
which he looked forward to his ocean 
cruise. 

“It is a good thing for everyone 
who can possibly do so to get away 
at tae once a year for a change of 
scene,” he suggested. “I do not want 
to get into the position of not being 
able to see the forest because of the 
thickness of the trees.” 

The president prepared the message 
during a last-minute rush of work 
which he is attempting to dispose of 
so he may leave the capital on Sat- 
‘urday for a trip which will inclide 
visits of Puerto Rico, Colombia, Pan- 
ama and the Hawalian Islands. 

The president promised he would 
give the country more details of his 
plans later.

WOULD PURIFY COTTON 


Means Sought To Check Pol- 
lution Through Cross- 
Pollination. 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—(?)—

The Textile Foundation, which has 
headquarters here, announced today 
that it has earmarked some of its 


funds to make King Cotton a thor- 
oughbred and less polluted by cross- 
pollination. 

Decision to do this was reached aft- 
er gf eemng Be Agriculture Wallace 
and Stuart W. Cramer, of Cramerton, 
N. C., developed evidence, the founda- 
tion reported, that something be done 
for the mongrel king. 

To Aid Producer. 


A better quality cotton will be an 
important aid to the producer as well 
as to the textile industry, a statement 
by the foundation said. 

The earmarked money will be used 
in practical research and practical ex- 
perience. 

Some of it has been put to work 
financing regional varietal trials of 
som e of the “less standard varieties 
of cotton” by the bureau of standards 
and state experiment stations in 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Arkansas,

“It is generally recognized by the 
cotton trade, both in the United States 


and abroad, that the spinning utility 
of the great bulk of cotton now grown 
in this country is far below what it 
should be.” the statement said. 

Too Many Varieties. 

“One of the principal causes of this 
poor quality is that too many differ- 
ent varieties are grown in the same 
ocality. The result is that the cotton 

mongrelized through cross- 
ifferent varie- 
the mixing of seed from 
different fields at the gins.” 

The statement said more than 1,200 
different varieties of cotton were 
being grown in America, and about 
400 of these were added in the ‘last 
10 years. It was estimated that 95 
per cent of the seed was of “mongrel- 
ized gin-run stocks.” 

“Seed-mixing and primitive cultural 
practices have resulted in millions of 
dollars needlessly lost every year to 
the textile industry and to growers, 
through low yields of short, irregular 
fiber of poor spinning quality,” the 
report declared.
